SOUTH AFRICA AND NAMIBIA - 

ZAMBIAN FONMIN MWAANGA DISCLOSED THAT SOUTH AFRICA RESPONDED 
DIRECTLY TO ZAMBIA, AND INTENDS TO RESPOND TO OAU SECRETARIAT 
AS WELL, REGARDING OAU RES ON NAMIBIA. HE SAID THEY ACCEPTED PARTS 
OF RES CONCERNING RESPECT FOR NAMIBIA'S TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
AND AGREED NOT TO ESTABLISH BANTUSTANS, BUT REJECTED PROPOSAL 
TO DEAL EXCLUSIVELY WITH SWAPO. ZAMBIANS REPORTEDLY ARE TO TALK WITH 
SOUTH AFRICANS WITHIN TWO WEEKS CONCERNING UPCOMING SC MEETING ON 
NAMIBIA, AND MWAANGA BELIEVES SOUTH AFRICANS SOON WILL INVITE 
AFRICAN MEMBERS OF UN COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA TO VISIT NAMIBIA.

POSSIBLE SUSPENSION OR EXPULSION OF ISRAEL- 

SEVERAL DEVELOPMENTS ARE CONVERGING TO MAKE STRONG ACTION AGAINST 

ISRAEL AT 30 TH GA DISTINCT POSSIBILITY, INCLUDING: LAST 

YEAR'S SUSPENSION OF SOUTH AFRICA; HARDENING ARAB SENTIMENT THAT 

FURTHER ISOLATING ISRAEL IS BOTH NECESSARY AND FEASIBLE; NON- 

ALIGNED BUREAU DECISION AT HAVANA TO HAVE LIMA NAC MEETING 

CONSIDER BROADER MEASURES AGAINST ISRAEL; AND THAT 30 TH 

GA CREDENTIALS COMITE MEMBERS WILL BE SELECTED BY 

OUTGOING GA PRES BOUTEFLIKA (ALGERIA). YUGOSLAVS STATE THAT 

AT HAVANA, SYRIAN RES CALLED FLATLY FOR ISRAEL'S EXPULSION FROM 

UN BUT THAT IN END IT WAS SENT FORWARD INFORMALLY TO LIMA 

WITH "SUPPORT IN PRINCIPLE FOR ITS IDEAS." (CONFIDENTIAL -OURTEL

SOVIET CHINESE ATTITUDES TOWARD ONE OR TWO VIETNAMS- 

AT UN IT APPEARS, THOUGH BASED ON THIN EVIDENCE, THAT 
SOVIETS HAVE OPTED FOR TWO- VIETNAM POSITION, WHILE CHINESE 
ARE WAFFLING AND BACKING OFF FROM SUCH POSITION. AT 
FIRST MENTION BY CHINESE OF INVITATION TO PRG (NOW RE- 
VOLUTIONARY GOVT OF SVN) TO INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR CONFER- 
ENCE, SOVIETS IMMEDIATELY TOOK UP INITIATIVE WITH INTENSE 
CAMPAIGN AMONG DELS TO EXTEND SPECIAL INVITATION TO 
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"REVOLUTIONARY GOVT OF SVN." FIRST SIGN OF SHIFTING CHINESE POSITION 
WAS THAT THEY DROPPED THEIR INTITIATIVE, AND SIGNIFICANT MAJOR 
THRUST OF SUBSEQUENT CHINESE STATEMENTS HAS BEEN VICTORY OF 
INDOCHINESE PEOPLES OVER IMPERIALSIST AGGRESSION, AND THEY 
DO NOT SPECIFY "REVOLUTIONARY GOVT OF SVN" AS ENTITY. 

NY TIMES REPORTER TELTSCH TOLD AMB FERGUSON THAT MAKEYEV 
(USSR) TOLD HER THAT FERGUSON S QUOTATION FROM SECSTATE, DURING 
ECOSOC DEBATE ON AID TO INDOCHINA, THAT "WE WILL HAVE TO SEE 
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WHAT KIND OF GOVT EMERGES IN SVN AND INDEED WHETHER THERE IS 
GOING TO BE A SVN," WAS CONSISTENT WITH SOVIET POSITION 
AND WOULD PUT CHINESE IN QUANDARY. SECRETARIAT OFFICIALS 
SAY THEY HAVE RECEIVED NOTHING FROM AUTHORITIES IN SAIGON 
AND ARE HOLDING INVITATION TO REVOLUTIONARY GOVT FOR 
MEXICO CONFERENCE UNTIL THEY CAN FIND "PROPER ADDRESSEE."

UNFICYP FINANCING— 

USUN LEARNED THAT BRITISH DECIDED THEY MUST REQUEST 
PARTIAL REIMBURSEMENT FOR RATIONS PROVIDED UNFICYP FORCES. 
EFFECT WOULD BE THAT UK WOULD RECEIVE PRIORITY AND, IN LIGHT 
OF VERY LIMITED FUNDS AVAILABLE TO SYG FOR UNFICYP, THOSE 
FUNDS DIRECTED TO PAYING UK FOR RATIONS WOULD HAVE TO BE 
DEDUCTED FROM AMOUNTS PAID OTHER TROOP CONTRIBUTORS.

ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL - 

ECOSOC ADOPTED AMENDED RES ON RATIONALIZATION AND CONCLUDED 
WORK FOR 58TH SESSION MAY 8. PRIOR TO ADJOURNING EE SPEAKERS 
SPENT NEARLY HOUR PRAISING DEFEAT OF FASCISM, WHILE US 
RE SPOKE OF CONCEPT AND ORGANIZATION OF UN. 

RES ON RATIONALIZATION (L. 1663), AMENDED TO HAVE COUNCIL 
CONSIDER AT 60TH SESSION QUESTION OF REVIEW OF RULES OF 
PROCEDURE OF ITS FUNCTIONAL COMMISSIONS AND WITH OP PARA 4 
DELETED, WAS APPROVED WITHOUT OBJECTION. REVISED RULES 
OF PROCEDURE, WHICH WERE ADDENDUM TO RES, WERE AMENDED SO THAT 
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RULE 72 (A) BECAME RULE 72 AND SUBSEQUENT RULES RENUMBERED. 

72 (A) READS: " COUNCIL MAY INVITE ANY NATIONAL LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED BY OR IN ACCORDANCE WITH RES OF GA 
TO PARTICIPATE WITHOUT RIGHT TO VOTE IN ITS DELIBERATIONS ON 
ANY MATTER OF PARTICULAR CONCERN TO THAT MOVEMENT." 

FRENCH REP HAD RESERVATIONS ON 72 (A) AND COULD NOT RECOGNIZE 
REPRESENTATION OF GROUPS OF PERSONS WHO PRESENTED THEMSELVES 
AS SPOKESMAN OF FRENCH TERRITORIES. 

IN COMMENTING ON RULES OF PROCEDURE, US REP NOTED THAT QUESTION 
OF WHEN NATIONAL AND SOVEREIGN GOVT IS CANDIDATE FOR ELECTION 
TO APPROPRIATE GA ORGAN REMAINED LARGELY MUTE. THIS 
SITUATION IN PAST HAD BEEN DEALT WITH ON BASIS OF 
"GENTELMEN'S AGREEMENT" WHICH 

HAD BEEN RESPECTED UNTIL PAST FEW DAYS. US DEL HAD BEEN TEMPTED TO 
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SUGGEST THAT PROBLEM WHICH HAD ARISEN WARRANTED REMEDY BEFORE ADOPTING 

RULES, BUT WAS STATING US POSITION FOR RECORD, RESERVED RIGHT TO RE- 
CONSIDER QUESTION, AND, ON ASSUMPTION THAT US RESERVATIONS WOULD BE 
FULLY RECORDED, WOULD ACCEDE TO PRESIDENT'S WISHES AND NOT 
INSIST ON TAKING UP MATTER AT THIS TIME. 

BRAZILIAN REP ALSO SPOKE OF RULE 69, WHICH WAS DESIGNED FOR 
SITUATION OF CONFLICT BUT HAD BEEN EMPLOYED WHERE THERE WAS NO 
CONFLICT. HE FELT THERE SHOULD BE ADDITIONAL RULE TO PROTECT RIGHTS 
OF ALL MEMBERS. BUT WOULD NOT PRESS POINT AT THIS STAGE; HO- 
WEVER, AT EARLIEST OPPORTUNITY HE WOULD RETURN TO IT TO AVOID 
REPETITION OF UNFORTUNATE EVENTS OF LAST TWO DAYS. ARGENTINE 
REP SHARED CONCERNS OF US AND BRAZIL. 

COUNCIL NOTED REPORTS OF SYG ON STRENGTHENING ESA DEPT AND ON 
PUBLIC INFO, OF PREPCOM FOR SEVENTH SPECIAL GA, AND OF 
SYG AND UNESCO DG ON TEACHING OF PURPOSES AND PRINCIPLES
